The Wheelock furniture store at 


ROCK Falls was completely destroy- 
ed by fire this morning together 
witn the contents of the three 
floors. Damage was estimated at 
not less than $250,000 which was 
completely covered by insurance. 
The lilaze started at about 5:10 a. 
m.. when a bolt of lightning struck 


power line pole and carried on 


into the basement where fire start- 
ed at a fuse, box and spread rapidly 
throughout the building. The store, 
the second largest retail establish- 
ment in Rock Falls, was the larg- 
est furniture store in either Ster- 
ling or Rock Kails 


The Rock Falls fire department 


was first on the scene with two 
trucks and at 6 o'clock three trucks 
from Sterling joined in combatting 
the llames 
which 
had 
spread 


throughout the building. 


Dixon Truck Called 


At 7 o'clock one of the trucks 


from the Dixon fire department 
joined the fire fighting force which 
made a total of six trucks on the 
scene and the sireets surrounding 
tha store was a maze of fire hone. 


So rapidly did the flames spread 


that only the safe and records 
could be removed from the doomed 
structure. The store consisted of 
a m<un floor, mezzanine and ^«ec- 
ond iloor which were packed with 
furniture. A woman residing in 
flat near the Wheelock store was 
up when the bolt struck the power 
line pole in the rear of the building 
and tvas stunned by the forc« of 
the bolt-

In 1913 in the 


building known as the Geyer build- 
ing v.-hich had been erected in 1890. 
The WheeJock store occupied the 
second floor over the Mar-Jean 
Variety store, which suffered both 
fire and water damage. The roof 
of th« Wheelock building collapsed 
at 8 o'clock this morning as fire- 
men from three cities poured thou- 
sands of gallans of water onto the 
burning structure during a. con- 
tinued downpour of rain.

firemen as they played more than 


dozen streams of water into the 


burning building. The structure
